He brought 
it to a slow, gentle landing on a 
long runway of this Army air base. 
Wind velocity at both fields was 
18 miles an hour. 

Officers Pleased. 

More than 5,000 Army officers 
and men swarmed onto the. field 
as the sky giant—officially de- 
scribed as the world’s largest 
bomber—taxied toward a hangar. 

Officers appeared highly pleased 
at the performance.

Just how the six-day Nazi blitz 
against the Russians is going is 
uncertain, but as this is written 
‘it appears that the Nazis have 
‘proceeded no farher than Soviet 

uffer regions, except in one pos- 
sibe case. 

Moscow admits that a panzer- 
edged thrust has speared north 
of the Pripet marshes to the vi- 
cinity of Minsk in White Russia. 
It says, however, that a more 
deadly drive south of the marshes 
toward Kiev still. is stalled in So- 
vietized Poland. 

Elsewhere the only Nazis in 
Russia proper are either prisoners 
‘or parachutists so far as can be 
discerned. If that is true, Hitler’s 
hitch-hiking Rumanian allies are 
being held on 
front, and apparently confirmed 
reports of Russian bombing of the 
Ploesti oil field in Rumania indi- 
cate it is true. 

First Blow at Fields. 

That is the first blow struck at 
that vital Nazi-Fascist war re- 
source for the protection of which 
Hitler risked both the Balkan and 
Russian wars. Britain missed a 
‘chance to do it from Greece. It 
‘is the jugular vein of Hitler’s war 
effort and British failure to hit at 
it before Greece and Crete fell 
has aroused sharp criticism in the 
British press. There is a veiled 
implication that British invest- 
ments in Rumanian oil might have 
had something to do all along with 
‘reluctance to destroy wells and 
' plants.

For Sub Rescue 


Elderly Pair Hopes U. S. 
Will Accept In- 
vention.

Two devoted; elderly Atlanta 
brothers have perfected at least 


‘a working model of a _ rescue 
chamber for submarines’ which 
'they are confident will end the 
tragic loss of life on the ocean’s 
floor. 

| The chamber is a detachable 
part of the submarine’s super- 
structure and is equipped with 
two rescue floats and a telephone 
float which can be released when 
| the submarine finds itself in dif- 
| ficulties. The rescue floats are 
'attached to light cables. down 
which, from a rescue vessel on the 
surface, two powerful clamps 
with grasping fingers can be slid. 
The clamps firmly clutch steel 
posts with enlarged ends which 
are parts of the chamber exterior 
—and the chamber is drawn to 
the surface by heavy steel cables 
attached to the clamps. 

Inventors Are 72 and 74. 

The inventors, Andrew L. 
Barry, 74, and Mack C. Barry, 72, 
said yesterday they were anxious 
,to tender their device to the na- 
‘tion, but thus far hadn't been 
'very cordially received. They 
made repeated demonstrations to 
Clark Howell, editor and  pub- 
|lisher of The Constitution, Dud- 
|'ley Glass, Kenneth Rogers and 
other members of the staff, all of 
whom were impressed. 

“This device overcomes every 
known difficulty of submarine 
rescue,’ Mack Barry’ declared. 
“The rescue floats have electrical 
blinkers which can be seen at a 
great distance. The light cable 
attached to the floats provides an 
immediate and sure way for send- 
ing down the clamps attached to 
heavy cable. We have worked 
out all details for the men to 
climb into the chamber from the 
‘submarine proper and to release it

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Optimism Waits 

Too often has the waiting world been 
disappointed for any over-optimism about the 
present status of the war against Nazism. Yet 
reports from London, during the past two 
weeks, are sufficiently encouraging to give rise 
to hopes that the pattern of the final crushing 
of Hitler’s Germany is now taking form. 


For nearly three weeks the RAF has blasted 


targets in occupied France and Germany with 
tremendous weight of bombs. And the power 
of those attacks has steadily increased. Latest 
reports, as this is written, state that from 400 
to 500 British planes have taken part in a 
single assault. 

An American observer has reported that the 
RAF has now gained full mastery of the air 
over this area. This is substantiated by the 
fact that attacks are made, in full force, in 
daylight as well as after dark. And the number 
of British planes lost is less than one-third 
that of German planes destroyed. 

It has long been claimed by military experts 


that the only way to crush Germany is to 


wrest air supremacy from her. It is apparent 
he British are on the high road to achieving 
his very thing. Continued acceleration in the 
speed of American supply of new planes is all 
hat is needed to make that supremacy so 
overwhelming the Nazi menace will be beaten 
into the ground and, eventually, crushed.’ 

An interesting proposal for the establish- 
ment of advance British air bases on enemy 
srritory is made in the important British 
magazine, Aeroplane. It is suggested that the 
RAF build up air supremacy over a given area 
to such a degree that it could be used as a 
landing ground and refueling base, thus 
extending the range of British air attack. 
Steady pushing forward of such landing bases, 
if the plan is feasible, would answer the 
problem as to how the British and their allies 
are going to secure the continental foothold 
which is essential to the final defeat of the 

ermans. P 

This may be overly optimistic. There is 
yreat gratification in the news of the RAF’s 
new offensive and there is, as stated, good 
zround for hope that this is the first inkling 
pf the manner of the Nazi end. 

However, there will be reluctance to build 
00 high hopes on the present situation. If 
Russia can keep the greater portion of the 
German military. machine fully occupied for 
he next few months; if the United States pours 
more and more new bombers and fighter planes 
o- Britain; if the essential supplies of all 
materials of war can be kept up and made even 
rpreater—then this may well be the beginning 
bf the end. , 

But, even though new reverses come, there 
an be no letdown in morale because of disap- 
pointment. It must be remembered that such 
disappointment can be but temporary, that the 
syentual triumph of the forces of freedom is 
assured, when the final story is written.

Unsuitable Material 

Scientists tell us no two men in all the 
world are exactly alike in temperament and 
mental equipment. There are, nevertheless, 
easily recognized types. Among these types 
are some which are not suitable for some ac- 
tivities, for some forms of environment, for 
some ways of life. 

In examining American youth called for 
military training, doctors have-discovered var- 
lous types who, while perhaps well-equipped 
for life under other circumstances, are com- 
pletely unsuited for Army experience. Among 
these are mentioned the boastful, swaggering 
type of individualist who cannot be happy 
unless fed a constant stream of praise. There 
is, too, the psycopathic daredevil who, although 
he may perform the momentary deed of hero- 
ism that wins a medal, is apt to disobey orders 
and resent discipline, Then there is the in- 
tense “‘brooder,” perhaps a genius in some 
ways, but a man who has a bad influence on 
the morale of others. There are other types, 
too obvious to need listing here. 

The weeding out of these mental misfits is 
important if the new army Uncle Sam is creat- 
ing is to be fit for the task which may lie 
ahead. 

The importance of these mental analyses 
of selectees is shown in the fact that rejec- 
tions for mental defects, in Georgia, have risen 
from 4.11 per cent at the end of last March, 
to 11.6 one month ago. 

The man rejected as mentally unfit need 
feel no shame because of that fact. He may 
be ideally suited to some other important ac- 
tivity in life, although altogether unsuitable 
for induction into military service.

Just as Well, Perhaps 

While Senator Burton K. Wheeler would

Particularly after President Roosevelt pro- 
claimed a state of unlimited emergency for the 
nation, the vast majority of informed Ameri- 
cans realized this country is in a war against 
a force which, if not halted and exterminated, 
will take from America every vestige of that 
freedom which this nation was founded to 
maintain. < 

Senator Wheeler, in particular, has made 
statements on the lecture platform which loyal 
Americans resent. And there is so small a 
proportion of any other kind of people here, 
that he is quite thoroughly discredited among 
us. | 

He has broadcast in his speeches informa- 
tion—which, fortunately, may not be true— 
which would be of inestimable value to the 
enemy, Germany. Information of a character 
which all other members of the congress, radio 
and newspapers have, by gentleman’s agree- 
ment, not made public. 

Such a speaker can best serve the country 
by making the advice of his physician per- 
manent, and by refraining from any more 
speaking for the duration of the emergency.

CHECKMATE ON JAPAN WASHINGTON, June 27.—While 


the immediate practical effect of 
President Roosevelt’s pledge of aid to Russia is nil, back of his 
decision is an astute diplomatic move to separate Japan from the 
Axis powefs. By announcing the determination of the United States 
to furnish supplies and materials to Russia, the President in effect 
has served notice on Japan that any interference with American 
shipments to Vladivostok would violate the freedom of American 
vessels to ply the seas and, consequently, would be an act of war 
against the United States.

The implications of the President’s move are such that it is 
bound to be given weighty consideration in the deliberations going 
on in Tokyo. The Japanese government is confronted with an ex- 
tremely harassing situation by virtue of the sudden outbreak of the 
Russo-German war. It must decide whether to support its Axis 
partner, Germany, or whether to adhere to its nonaggression pact 
with Russia. ; 

The latter course would probably be construed in Germany as 
giving passive encouragement to Russia. If the Japs proclaim their 
neutrality Germany would suffer a sharp diplomatic defeat. On 
the other hand, a decision to cast her lot with the Axis would find 
Japan confronted on three sides by hostile nations: Russia, China, 


and the United States. 

GIVE ROOSEVELT CREDIT Trained diplomatic observers, 
speculating on the reasons for 

Mr. Roosevelt’s quick action in exempting Russia from provisions 

of the Neutrality Act, credit him with seeing the important trump 

card the move permits for influencing Japan. 

Had he been of a different’ mind he could have invoked the 
Neutrality Act in the Russian-German conflict. By not invoking 
it he permits American vessels to carry war munitions across the 
Pacific to the Soviet Siberian port of Vladivostok. All the more 
emphasis is given to his position by the fact that at the time of 
the gesture of. support for Soviet forces was’made no official'com- 
munication had been received from Moscow. What effect it will 
have on the Japanese siuation remains to be seen. The possibilities 
are far-reaching either way. 

On the practical side of the pledge of aid, any supplies the 
United States is able to furnish Russia will be a long time reaching 
the scene of action at best. It is a 4,500-mile voyage from American 
Pacific coast ports to Vladivostok, normally requiring 15 or 16 days 
with ships traveling at moderate speeds. After arrival there the 
material would still have to be transported another 5,780: miles by 
the Trans-Siberian railway to the Moscow section, involving another 
10 or 12 days. The wide-gauge Russian railway—five feet—would 
not permit the use of American rolling stock to increase transpor- 
tation facilities. 


JAPAN TO GERMANY The Department of Commerce, in 

citing these figures, has pointed out, 
however, that Japan has been supplying Germany with about 1,500 
tons of raw materials daily over this same Trans-Siberian route, 
the shipments representing only a small part of thé total traffic. 
While the figures given are not-claimed to be altogether authentic, 
the department made a study of the railroad in January of last year 
which indicated that freight shipped over the line from the Far 
Eastern economic area increased from 5,400,000 tons in 1932 to 
15,600,000 tons in 1937, or about 300 per cent. 

It is apparent, therefore, that aside from the diplomatic move 
aimed at Japan, the President’s pledge of aid is to be regarded for 
the moment as only an empty gesture designed to give the Rus- 
sians moral support in their fight with Hitler. As a matter of fact, 
there is little we could give them now anyway, except that part 
of our war production which England feels could be diverted for 
the time being from her own needs. And even if we had the ma- 
terials to spare, before consigning any heavy shipments to the new 
war zone our own officials would want to see whether the Russians

SHEEP MEETING Had an enjoyable day yesterday. The sheep 

producers of Georgia, some of them newe 
comers to agriculture and-livestock, met at the Experiment Station 
near Griffin and formed an organization. 

Not once, from about 10 o’clock in the morning, until 3 in the 
afternoon, did anyone mention the name of Joe Stalin or Adolf 
Hitler. 

Not once did ears, sagging from the weight of war talk, quiver 
at the mention of the Ukraine and its wheat, or the Ural moun- 
tains and their ores, or the oil near Rostov. 

Not once did we discuss the rival merits of the tanks or the 
planes, 

The talk was about sheep. 

All I knew about sheep was that a ger chop is good eating, 
but that*a real one can’t be bought thiS side of New York, with 
possible semiannual exceptions at exceptional restaurants. I knew 
that in New York a good mutton chop costs about $1.50 per chop 
with perhaps a few potatoes perched beside it. I am speaking of 
a real mutton chop and not of a double-cut lamb-chop. There is 
a difference. 

The sheep men can’t sell mutton in the south for some obscure 
and faulty reason. With mutton chops at $1.50 and $2 the copy in 
New York, one can buy a whole wether for about 5 cents per pound, 
The mutton chop is one of the real delicacies, but just try and buy 
one such as the better steak and chop restaurants in New York sell 
by the hundreds each day. 

The south and the west are just beginning to learn how good 
a lamb roast can be or how perfectly elegant a proper lamb stew 
really is. They have learned to appreciate double-cut lamb chops, 

But mutton—they still don’t know how good it can be. 


GEORGIA’S SHEEP Georgia has about 50,000 sheep. Forty 


years ago there were 500,000 sheep in 

the state. The meeting yesterday, attended by breeders from all 

sections of the state, found both the north and the south a bit 
surprised.

Dogs, the unesthetic subject of ills the sheep is heir to, and 
the failure of sheep from dry climates to fit into the damper 
climate of Georgia, all have played a part in the decline of the 
sheep industry. 

The dinner, at noon, was a barbecued ram, done to a turn 
and offering as fine a flavor as any meat ever put over a barbecue 
pit. With it were served the usual barbecue accessories of Bruns- 
wick stew, slaw, pickles and condiments. 

The ram had been supplied by Mr. Channing Cope, who later 
was elected president of the new organization. Mr. Cope urged all 
future candidates for the office to supply themselves with a ram 
ready for the barbecue pit. 

There was much fellowship, considerable exchange of ideas and 
an organization which will make for a better rounded livestock 
industry in the state. 

After the dinner there was a purchase or so of some pure-bred 
rams during the course of which the judging ability of the buyers 
was subjected to some very thorough, good-natured observation. 
It was fun. And a good day. 


PEANUT BREAD H. P. Stuckey and his able staff at the State 
Experiment Station do a magnificent job 

for the farmers. It is a job which, by and large, goes unsung. 

There was served yesterday with the barbecue some new bread. 

It was made with finely ground peanuts used as the shortening 
in place of lard or lard substitutes. The peanuts supplied the neces- 
sary fat. 

The Experiment Station has discovered that the thin, red skin 
on the peanut is rich in vitamin B-1l. This skin is ground up with 
the peanuts so that in making the bread with them one immediately 
obtains bread enriched with vitamin B-l. A peanut with white 
skin has been developed at the station, which is just as rich in the 
vitamin as red skin. 

This new development is a short cut to a bread already on the 
market. In this process the peanut is milled and a certain amount 
of the peanut flour mixed with ordinary flour. 

In this new process the whole peanut is ground up and used 
instead of lard to make up the dough. — 

Two bakeries already are producing it in small amounts and 
plans are afoot to expand it. The housewife who possesses a food 
chopper which will chop the nuts fine enough could do her own 
grinding of peanuts for each baking. 

Many exciting experiments go on there and at the other State 
Experiment Stations.

Governor Talmadge and Gcod- 
rich were roommates at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and are re- 
garded as warm personal friends. 
Goodrich is now president of the 
university’s. alumni society. 


Reveals Letter. 


Following is a copy of his orig- 
inal letter of resignation to the 


Governor, dated June 2p. 

I want to ask you not to hesitate to 
request resignation whenever you de- 
sire it. promise you that I will not 
resent the request or thipk any the 
less of you for withdrawing an oe 
ment, which I did not solicit. this 
connection, Gene, permit me to say that 
nobody loves you any more than I do 
and that, as far as am concerned, a 
friendship of 40 ta, cannot be broken. 
by the present stress. 

It seems that you and I differ, hon-. 
estly of course, over the policies of the 
university. “If you had conferred with 
me prior to my appointment I would 
have stated my position. 

You know, of course, that I detest 
Communists, and have advocated deport- 
ing them. And you know, of course, 
that I am opposed to social equality of 
the races and advocate their complete 
segregation in schools, churches, hotels 
and elsewhere. 

You know, or ought to know, that if 
I even suspected that Dr. Cocking (Dr. 
Walter D. Cocking) was sympathetic 
with Communism or was contemplating 
co-education of the races, I would be 
the first or among the first to de-| 
mand his expulsion from the university. 
But after carefully considering all the 
evidence in the case there was not a 
shadow of a doubt in my mind as to the 
falsity of both of those charges. 


here was another circumstance which, 


to my mind, is of vital importance. As. 
a regent of the University System, I do 
not conceive that it is my duty to try 
to run the various institutions in that 
system. I am not qualified to do so, 
and I don’t think that the other regents 
are qualified to do so. It is our duty 
to outline policies, arrange finances and 
elect the heads or presidénts of those 
grag who are directly responsible 
us. We hold them ersonally re- 
sponsible for the operation and effi- 
ency of their respective institutions. 
Favors Segregation. 

In outlining the policies of the sys- 
tem, the board of regents has prescribed 
and will always demand that the two 
races be completely segregated and that 
Communism and all other “isms” except 
Americanism shall be utterly taboo. 
With these, and some other broad poli- 
cies, we are compelled to turn over to 
the heads of those institutions the task 
of selecting their corps of teachers. If 
they are not capable of selecting ‘a 
proper corps of teachers, we should get 
another head. And if they recomm 


~ 


teacher whom we are not able to ap- 
prove, we should get another head, on 
whose recommendations we can depend. 
To make a specific application, if I 
thought or even suspected that Dean 
Cocking -.was advocating co-education of 
the races, or approving Communism, I 
would not only demand his discharge, 
but I. would demand the discharge of 
President Caldwell, who recommended 
im. 


I am anxious to know if there are 
any foreign “isms” being taught or in- 
culcated in any of our educational insti- 
tutions, and, if so, to root it out together 
with the heads of that institution which 
permitted it. But I think that this 
should be done by an investigation com- 
mittee. which can go into the matter 
judicially. 

I am always willing to compromise 
an opinion, and there is nobody whose 
opinion I esteem more highly than I.do 
yours. In fact, I have often deferred 
to your opinion in preference to ~ 
own. 

But I never compromise a conviction. 
And when I happen to have a convic- 
— as I sometimes do, I have to stand 
y it. 

It has happened already, and may hap- 
pen again, that in standing by my con- 
victions I will have to oppose your poli- 
cies on the board of regents. I do not 
want to incur the charge of disloyalty 
to you, but, in any event, I will have 
to do my duty. 

Under these circumstances, I hope 
that you feel perfectly free to request 
my resignation whenever you think that 
my services are not satisfactory, and be 
perfectly assured that I will remain as 
ever your friend.

Due probably to the weather, only about 200 fans turned out 
to watch the duel. They saw each of their heroes shoot a snappy 
85 for the regulation 18 holes—43-42. They saw Cobb produce 
one fine burst of four straight one-putt greens, and they saw the 
Babe take three putts on six different carpets. 

Ruth, one down at the turn and two down through 10, squared 
the match finally on 12 and went one-up by winning the six- 
teenth. He appeared to have it in the bag at that point. But the 
Bambino promptly slugged his drive into a tree only about 50 
yards from the tee on 17 and let Cobb square the match.
